Senate signs off 
on fami aid bill 

President Clinton threatens vctoof $4.1-billion measure

WASHINGTON - Idaho’s senators 
join^ fdlow Republicans and signed oH 
on an agriculture bill with a St.l 

billion emergency aid package, sending 
the bill to Prudent Clinton. 

“This o p propriations bill will help fann- 
ers get bai on their feet,” said Sen. Dirk 
Kempthome, R-Idaho. 

The aid package has been a partisan 
lightning rod, with Democrats and 
Republicans sharply divided over how 
best to help farmers deal with crippling . 
commodity prices. 

The bill pass^*d on a 5S43 vote, not near- 
ly enough to b%’erride a threatened preri- 
dcncial veto. Clinton opposes the bill 
because he does not think it does enough 
to help farmers. 

Before the vole. Sen. Larry Craig, R- 
Idaho, berated Clinton’s \‘eio tl^ac 

“Now that Congress is trying to shape 
le^^don to aid farmers through this cri- 
sis and keep what American formers say is 
good farm policy in place, the president 
takes time off from his world travels and 
campaign fund raising events to say he’s 
going to veto this bill," Craig said. “Nir. 
President, I hope )*ou will study this a bit, I 
hope j’ou will change )T>ur mind.” 


Clinton supported a 57 billion aid 
package offered by Democrats, whidi wxmld 
include money for crop subsidies, a move 
Republicans oppose Ixxause they considiT 
the subsidies a rollback to tire 1996 fann bill. 

However, the Democrats’ plan was 
killed in favor of the Republican version, 
which provides $1.5 billion in direct cash 
assisiancc, 5675 million for producers wih 
multiple year crop losses and 573 million 
for feed assistance for livestock operators. 
It would al<o include 51.65 billion in one- 
time payments drawn from the fund that 
supplies farmtrrs with transition paj-menis 
as price supports are phased out. 

Kempthome said fanners are in urgent 
nc^ of help. 

“American a^culture is in a state of 
emergency," Kempthome said. “In 
August, I talked to growers all over Idal>o 
who arc on the verge of bankruptc>-." 

Greg RusscU. a marketing specialist .it 
the Idaho Department of Agriculture, said 
it is difficult to predia the impact of the 
Republican aid padcage. 

“It’s going to help farmers who are on 
the edge financially,” he said. “It will 
probably help them enough so that they 
will be able to continue farming.” 

But for fanners looking at a bleaker sce- 
nario, even emergency aid won’t be 
enough, Russell said.

The court must decide in a 
Minnesota drug case whether 
short-term lisitors has-e the same 
protection against unreasonable 
police searches as their hosts. 

Prosecutor James C. Back- 
strom argued that most tempo- 
rary guests have no such protec- 
tion — particularly not pro men 
arrested after a police officer 
peer^ through a gap in window 
-blinds and saw them putting . 
white powdttr into plastic bags. 

“ The justices" struggled over * 
whether privacy protection 
under the Consdturion’s Fohrlh 
Amendment should apply to tem- 
porary visitors, whether engaged 
in Ic^ or illegal activity. 

Justice, Stephen G. Breyer 
noted that when people invite 
someone over, the idea is often 
like the Spanish expression “mi 
casa cs su casa — my house is 
yours.”

* Worldwide, they arc among the 
largest and most economically 
important \‘cgmUe crops. 

When buying, choose clean, 
blemish-free potatoes. Avoid pota- 
toes that feel spongy or nave 
sprouts or green spots. The ^cen 
' spots harbor solanine, a mildly 
toxic and bitter chemical A few 
green spots are OK,; but cut them 
off before cooking, according to 
the Idaho Potato Commission. At 
home, store potatoes in a cool, 
dork, div place (not the rofrigera- 

- tty). If uiyre not p roper l y vend- 
. bt^ potatoes win qyout 

'Wbm choosing potatoes, consid- 
. cr how they will be prepared. The 
higher the starch content, the bet- 
ter the potato is for baiting. Russet 
potatoes fall into this category. 
Waxy potatoes, such as round 
whites or round reds, keep their 
shape well and are better for roast- 
ing. frying or using in potato sal* 
acis. All-purpose potatoes sudi as 
long whites arc great to keep on 
' the shelf because they can be pr» 
pared any way. 

\Vhcn ttuparina potatoes, it's best 
' not to remove ine sldns because 
most of the n utr ie n t s are near the- ■ 
. surface; instead, soub them under 
water with a vegetable brush. If you 
do ped ihcsn, ^ to itsnove as thm a 
layer os possible.

Only a sim^ 
percentage of the letters result in 
loans, but 'the return is big 
cnou^ — and apparently prof- 
itable enough — that the busi- 
ness is booming. 

FirstPlus lent more than S3.1 
billion last year — more than 10 
times the $300 million it lent in 
1995 when it started issuing what 
are called high-loan-to-value sec- 
ond mortgages. With these mon-

Russians have endured a bitter 
economic crisis with few public 
outbursts, but hundreds of thou- 
sands, if not millions, are expw- 
cd to march in nationwide 
demonstrations today in what’s 
forecast to be one of the largest 
protests during President Boris 
-Yeltsin’s tenure. 

A broad band of government 
critics, led by trade unions and 
the Commuitist Party, have spent 
months organizing hundreds of 
protests in cities tovN-ns and facto- 
ries across the country’- 
One of the most striking 
aspects of the Russian crisis, 
which hit in mid-August, has ' 
been the muted public response. 
Many Russiaas are deeply disillu- 
sioned with the government's 
inability to halt the country's eco- 
nomic slide, but they have con- 
centrated on personal survival.

— otorl-aRamst-today's no-lnimp 
gome. Since the bidding- implied 
interest in a major-suit contract. 

■ West narrowed h» choice of lead 
to either an aggrcssKc diamond 
or a passive club. The passive 
club proved best, but Eiast failed 
to take advantage of the good 
start 

South ducked the club lead in 
dummy, and East took his king. 
Since Soulh.had promised four 
hearts and dummy had good 
spades, it was obvious East 
should shift to a diamond. Which 
diamond should he lead? 

Slicking to custom. East led his 
fourth-best tbamond “to ghx West 
the count" South allow^ this to 
ride toward dummy's nine, and 
West won the jack. Now there was 
no repriesT for the defense. When 
West relumed the suit South en- 
joyed a free finesse and made his 
game with an m"crlrick. 

East found the right switch at 
trick two. but he led the wrong 
card. Instead of leading fourth 
best East should ha\T led the 10. 
This enlightened play cripples de- 
clarer's plans. If declarer ducks, 
f-jit will continue the suit And if 
declarer finesses his queen. West 
wins his king and returns the jack. 
Either way. the defense collects 
three diamonds, a club and a 
spade for one down. 

Sometimes it's important for 
the defenders to signal distribu- 
tional count Howexer, in the mid- 
dle of a defense, it's usually belter 
to avoid leading a low- card unless 
one can gain when partner re- 
turns the suit
